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Elba Grand Jury Mandates Jail 
Facilities Be Improved Or Replaced 


A new Elba Grand Jury met 
this week and again was criti- 
cal of the maintenance of the 
courthouse, jail and other 
county buildings. The group in 
fact mandated that the com- 
missioners begin some efforts 
to bring the Coffee County jail 
up to minimum federal require- 
ments prior to December 1, 
and at the same time sub- 
poenaed the entire commission 
and Probate Judge to appear 
before the same Grand Jury on 
December 3 to report their 
progress on this matter. That 


portion of the report reads: 


“The Grand Jury feels the 
major problem at the facility is 


its age, and feel constant 
repairs will only temporarily 
improve matters. We also feel 
it is senseless to continue 
pouring money into this hope- 
less facility. Therefore, we, 
the Grand Jury of the Elba 
Division, Coffee County, Ala- 


bama, mandate the County 
commissioners to make imme- 
diate preparations to either 
construct a new jail in Elba or 
improve the present facility so 
that they will concur with all 
federal regulations stated in 
recent court rulings. We, the 
Grand Jury, further mandate 
the county commissioners to 


begin work on either solution 
by December 1, 1979. On 
December 3, 1979, the Grand 
Jury will reconvene at the Elba 
courthouse at 9 a.m. to listen 
to the county commissioners 
presentation on the solution to 
this problem. If no work has 
been done on remedying the 
situation, we, the Grand Jury, 
will return indictments against 
each member of the county 
commission and Probate Judge 
James Sawyer. We request 
that a Grand Jury subpoena be 
issued for each member of the 
county commission and the 
probate judge to appear before 
the Grand Jury on December 


3, 1979."" 

The report included praise 
for Sheriff Brice Paul and his 
staff; noted some former defic- 
iencies had been corrected in 
the county health center;

we are forced to substitute.

All the answers are there in one little booklet. 


There was an election among the employees of Kleinert’s recently 
to decide if they wanted to be represented by a garment workers 
union. The final vote turned down the union, but to us the vote 
(pro or con) was not the impressive part of the whole thing. We 
salute the workers for apparently conducting the whole thing in a 
civilized manner and without the harsh events often associated 
with union representation voting. We have often expressed 
distress when such opinions turn family against family, neighbor 
against neighbor and friend against friend. 


The Coffee County commissioners are still meeting to talk about a 
budget for the coming year. No minutes are kept of these 
meetings, but we hear some talk of the trend of the discussions. 
One place no money will be spent apparently is on the 
Enterprise courthouse. In spite of the terrible conditions we keep 
hearing about in that structure, there is talk of someone 
recommending no money be placed in the budget for repairs on 
this building! Maybe the same person who stopped the repairs 
on the defective sewer line last year is still calling the punches. It 
would be interesting to see who headed for the bushes if a 
lawsuit were filed against the county commission to impeach 
them for failing to do their duty in properly maintaining 
county-owned property . they have admitted in public 
repeatedly that the courthouses are not being properly 
maintained and are UNSAFE (that was the commission's official 
testimony in a court case). 


The Elba City Council appointed Mrs. Lois Holt to the Elba 
School Board replacing Russell Cash, who has resigned. The term 
will be for the balance of the Cash term, or for about one year. 

We told one of the councilmen that in our opinion they have not 
made a better appointment during their administration. She can 
be involved, respected, firm in convictions and diplomatic all at 
the same time. Ye ole editor and a bunch of other Elba folks 
could profit from some lessons on how to do all these things at 
once. 


A retired editor friend of ours from Demopolis never fails to ask 
about the Holts when we see them at press conventions. Ben and 
Libba George leave the impression that the damage to Demopolis 
when the Holts left was about equal to the Elba flood of 1929. 
Mark and Lois would laugh at this, but the George family was 
closely associated with them and have high regards for their 
ability to contribute constructively to the community. 


In Montgomery we are hearing complaints that Finance Director 
David Bonner is stepping on some toes. He may be, and one day 
may step on ours, but he is doing some things long overdue and 
which are basically what the people of Alabama wanted when 
they elected Fob James as governor. They are attempting to run 
the state in a businesslike manner, which often means cutting 
some of the political fat.

Our Senior Spotlight —_hon- 
oree this week is a lady for 
whom the adjectives, ‘‘modest, 
unassuming, gentle and nice’’ 
were coined.(She was quite 
reluctant to this interview, she 
is so retiring.) She has also 
been a “lady on the move”’ 
these many years past. She is 
also a_ retired elementary 
teacher, so we'd better watch 
our ‘‘p’s and q’s!”’ 

Won't keep you in suspense 
any longer - the lady is Mrs. 
Gus J. Bryan, aka ‘‘Miss 
Ruby,”’ a lady who has molded 
the character and destiny of 
many of ‘‘my children,’’ as she 
refers to the hundreds of 
children whose paths have 
crossed hers during the 13 
years of her teaching career. 


Miss Ruby was born Sep- 
tember 23, 1901, in the hamlet 
of Nixburg, located in Coosa 
County, and between Wetump- 
ka and Alexander City. Her 
parents were Mr. and Mfrs. 
R.O. Richards. 


She remembers her father 
as ‘‘yery industrious,’’ and her 
mother as a ‘‘very sweet and 
gentle mother, whom everyone 
called Miss Susie, because of 
her friendly personality.’’ 


Mr. Richerds was first a 
farmer; then owned a_mer- 
cantile store in Goodwater, 
where ‘‘he sold everything;”’ 
and also owned a stable and 
rented horses, buggies and 
surreys. Miss Ruby has fond 
recollections of _ riding the 
‘Surrey With the Fringe on 
Top,” when the family visited 
her Grandfather Richards here. 


The family consisted of one 
sister, Mrs. C.H. Hassler (Ida), 
who makes her home in Bir- 
mingham; and two brothers, 
who are now deceased - Robert 
and Alex. Robert was acci- 
dentally shot and killed by a 
friend while hunting when he 
was 17 years old. 


From Goodwater, the family 
moved to Albertville, where 
her father was a cotton buyer 
for L. W. Weil in Montgomery. 
He was transferred to Mont- 
gomery by the Weil Company, 
and they remained there one 
year, where Miss Ruby com- 
pleted the 7th grade. Still in 
the capacity of cotton buyer for 
Weil, the family was sent to 
Opp, and Opp High School is 
Miss Ruby’s Alma Mater. 


After graduation, Miss 
Ru :nroiied at Montevallo 
anc .ad attended one year 
when her father passed away 
and she had to return home. 
She got a job teaching fourth 
grade at Straughan and taught 
one year; but then quit to 
relieve her mother with the 
boarders she had, so her 
mother could go to town and 
work. Together, the two of 
them were able to send the 
younger sister (Ida) to college 
for three years. Montevallo 
was only a three-year institu- 
tion at the time, as were many 
other small colleges. 


After a year of cooking for 
the boarders, Miss Ruby re- 
turned to teaching, and was 
placed at River Falls School, a 
small community about 20 
miles from Opp, on the other 
side of Andalusia. She taught 
there about three yeats, and 
has vivid memories of com- 
muting by train from her home 
in Opp to River Falls, and the 
train being a 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
affair. The train left Opp 
every morning at 6 a.m. and 
picked up Miss Ruby and other 
fellow passengers at River 
Falls at 6 p.m. each evening. 


After this stint of teaching, 
the southwest beckdned to 
Miss Ruby, ard she headed 
west to Oklahor.a, Wyandotte, 
to be exact, near Tulsa. She

taught in a federally-owned 
Creek Indian school for one 
year. No one could attend the 
school except _ the Creek 
Indians, She said she went 
there ‘‘because the govern- 
ment paid me more than | was 
making in Alabama, and they 
furnished me with an apart- 
ment.”’ 

While there she attended 
Oklahoma A & M for one 
summer, still working toward a 
degree in education. 


She returned to Opp for a 
month’s vacation and decided 
to stay and marry the gentle- 
man to whom she had been 
engaged for 5 years! Laugh- 
ing, she said he told her, ‘‘You 
are not going back! Five years 
is long enough to be 
engaged!”’ 


So, they were wed, and 
‘lived happily ever after’’ until 
his death September 22, 1975. 
The patient fellow who had 
waited for Miss Ruby five 
years was Gus J. Bryan, orig- 
inally from Elba, but who was 
living in Opp at that time. He 
owned a men’s clothing store 
in Opp.

stop that combine a little 
earlier, allowing time to get 
the wagon on a drier before 
turning in. If there is any way 
around it, don't let a moist 
load of peanuts set overnight 
without some air on them,"’ 

Mold problems are more 
likely during periods of high 
humidity and rain when field 
drying is slow, Cracked or 
damaged pods will also in- 
crease chances of mold in- 
fection. I wouldn't let those 
peanuts get bone dry in the 
field before combining. You 
lose when you leave them in 
the field very long. 


WORMS 

A friend of mine in north- 
east Coffee County who is 
growing soybeans for the first 
time made a mistake this 
week, He walked into one of 
his six fields and in one found 
a large number of foliage 
feeding worms. Primarily on 
the basis of this and light 
damage in other places, he 
sprayed his entire acreage of 
soybeans. He made two mis- 
takes. Number one - he killed 
all, or almost all, the beneficial 
insects in those fields. Second 
- he based his spraying on just 
one small area in a field. I 
have noticed this several times, 
especially in soybeans, where 
you will have one small area of 
rather heavy infestation, but 
the majority of the field is 
experiencing little damage. 

Remember that soybeans 
can stand 20-25% foliage de- 
struction before yields will be 
affected at all. However, pod 
feeders need to be controlled 
anytime you have one hit per 
foot of row. What is a hit? 
That is where the pod worm 
has eaten the bean out of the 
pod. Watch closely for insects. 
If you need help in determin- 
ing whether or not to spray, 
call us at 894-5596. 


NEMATODES 

Mildred Cox of 308 W. 
College in Enterprise retired 
from the Enterprise City School 
System about four years ago. 
Some folks take up golfing and 
traveling, but she took up 
gardening. 

She has had a beautiful 
garden for a number of years, 
but this year she had 
problems with her tomatoes, 
butterbeans and lima beans. 
The plants were stunted, 
yellow and did not grow. She 
brought some of the plants by 
the office, and I saw the worst 


nematodes on the roots I have. 


ever seen, She has the 
healthiest nematodes in Coffee 
County, and they were ruining 
her garden. 

Iam going to get a nema- 
tode sample from her garden 
and send to the lab. 

It is foolish to spend time 
and money for seed and fer- 
tilizer and not control nema- 
todes. With the climate and 
rainfall in Coffee County, we 
can grow anything beautifully 
and abundantly if we follow 
good practices. 


Now is the time to be 
planting what type of small 
grain you should plant for a 
winter cover crop behind pea- 
nuts. Since peanuts is a low 
residue crop, the soil is ex- 
posed to excessive erosion dur- 
ing the winter months. By 
planting a cover crop, the land 
is protected. Many farmers 
graze the small grain and put 
pounds on cattle for early 
Spring sale; some plan to cut 
the grain; and others just 
incorporate the lush green 
growth to add organic matter 
into the soil. Whatever the 
use, the important thing is to 
get the land covered. We 
should remember well the 
heavy rains ot past winters and 
the disastrous effects the run- 
off had on our valuable topsoil. 

The winter cover crop is 
usually rye, oats, wheat or a 
combination of these small 
grains. Adapted to cooler 
temperatures, they provide 
vigorous growth as long as the 
thermometer does not plunge 
to the freezing point. The 
green growth breaks the veloc- 
ity of the raindrops ind allows 
the water to soak into the soil, 
rather than rush off the field 
carrying with it valuable top- 
soil. It is recommended to 
plant two bushels of seed per 
acre to obtain a good cover. 
More is recommended if the 
small grain is to be grazed. 

Prior to planting, the farm- 
er should repair any breaks in 
terraces and plow up the 
terrace ridges. This will insure,

maximum protection during 
winter months, This will also 
give you a head start for next 
year’s preparation. 

The winter cover crop also 
has other advantages. This 
additional residue from the 
small grain cover gives your 
land better moisture-holding 
capacity, makes it easier to: 
plow, and builds the nutrient- 
holding capacity of the soil. 
You will find that over a 
number of years the fertilizer 
requirements will actually be- 
come less. In most fields the 
organic matter might reach one 
per cent; however, where 
cover crops are used for resi- 
due, the organic matter can 
reach three or four percent. 
Organic matter, like mulch 
round a flower bed, provides 
greater moisture-holding capa- 
city in the soil. During 
drought periods, the soils with 
high organic matter are the 
last to start showing stress. 
Finally, the saved topsoil and 
nutrients will pay the cost of 
the seed, so all the other 
advantages are extra. 

Are you planning to plant a 
cover crop on your land? If you 
are not, then just think of how 
much valuable topsoil you will 
be losing. Would it not be 
worth a little extra effort now, 
to avoid much more costly 
repairs next spring? Think 
about it.

Cage Tourney 


The energy crisis has pro- 
moted the Central Board of the 
Alabama High School Athletic 
Association to set up an 
emergency plan for the 1980 
state boys basketball tourn- 
ament. 

‘The cost of travel will be 
the determining factor for im- 
plementing the plan along with 
the availability of gasoline,’’ 
said Herman L. ‘Bubba’ 
Scott, AHSAA Executive 
Director, in announcing the 
tournament format. 

Under the standby plan, the 
regular season will be short- 
ened one week since the tourn- 
ament in each class will 
require an additional week. 
The current two-week tourn- 
ament format will be extended 
to three weeks in the new plan. 

The tournament in each 
class will remain in 16-team 
brackets, he said. 

Tournaments in all four 
classes--A, 2A, 3A and 4A--will 
be similar to the current girls 
state tournament format w 
the first two rounds of play are 
held out in the state at the 
sites of participating schools. 

Only the semi-finalists in 
each class will advance to 
Tuscaloosa. Semifinals are set 
March 7 with two games in 
each class making 1 an cight- 
game Friday schedule. 

Tournament finals in all 
four classes are March 8 just 
like the current format. 

Area and region tourna- 
ments in Class A, 2A and 3A 
will be completed by Feb. 23, 
the 4A region tournaments by 
Feb. 22. 


The first round of the state 
tournaments for all classes will 
be Feb. 26, the quarterfinal 
round Feb, 29. 

To complete the 16-team 
bracket in 4A where there are 
12 regions, four wild card 
teams will be determined--one 
from Regions 1-2-3, one from 
Regions 4-5-6, one from 
Regions 7-8-9, and one from 
Regions 10-11-12. Wild card 
teams will be placed in the 
same segment of the bracket’ 
as the regions they represent. 

The 4A region enact | 
in each three-region group will 
compete in a two-game playoff 
March 1 and 3 to determine 
wild card berths. One team will 
draw a bye and will play the 
first-game winner on March 3. 

¢ site selection for the 
first round played out in the 
state will be based on who 
served as host teams in area 
and region tournament play. 
The quarterfinal round sites 
will be based on the amount of 
travel, which is similar to the 
girls state tournament pro- 
cedure. 


“The success of playing at 
one of the two competing 
schools has been proven in 
football, so it should work out 
fine for basketball,’’ said Scott. 
‘Neutral sites have not proven, 
in most cases, to be successful 
in the past.’* 


Details of the plan will be 
outlined later if the standby 
format has to be impleted, 
Scott said.
